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Business Sidelights 

BY PAT 

Here's a bit of advice — warning — 
before the Japanese Beetle establishes 
a permanent residence in the Main 
Line area! 

At the present time, the small white 
grubs, which were hatched from eggs 
laid by the beetle last fall, arc lodged 
just below the surface of the ground. 
Before warm weather, these grubs feed 
on grass roots, destroying any lawn 
in which they are lodged. It is not 
uncommon to find as many as 1500 
grubs to a square yard of lawn area. 
Think of it! Then early in June the 
grub becomes a beetle, feeding on your 
choice grapevines, lovely flowers, Elm, 
Willow, Horse Chestnut, Sassafras, 
Linden and other trees — but these are 
their favorites. Last year the eastern 
portion of the Main Line had the 
heaviest beetle infestation, but they are 
migratory pests, and this year it has 
been found that the grub areas are 
further out oi> the Main Line, where 
last vear the infestation was relatively 
light. 

Indications resulting from soil ex- 
aminations throughout the Main Line, 
made by the Davcy Tree Expert Co., 
prove that there will be a more gen- 
eral infestation this year as the areas

Harvey Hannan, erstwhile Haver- 
ford College football coach and more 
recently coach-elect of Sewanee Mili- 
tary College, is rounding out his sev- 
enth year as track coach at Lower 
Merion Junior High School. 

Some people consider that coaching 
in a Junior High School is no job at 
all, and is just a matter of worrying 
along with a group of boys until they 
get old enough to understand a little 
about athletics. So it is to those who 
do not apply themselves and who do 
not give the boys the benefit of real 
coaching. There is no group of ath- 
letes in the world who respond so 
naturally and readily to a conscien- 
tious coach as do the young, unspoiled 
boys of the Junior High School age. 
Harman is, undoubtedly, one of the 
conscientious type. Take, for instance, 
the records of his relay team at the 
Penn Relays. The Junior Suburban 
Half-Mile relay was a new event seven 
years ago when Lower Merion Junior 
High School was exactly eight months 
old. Harman, the new coach, entered 
a team which walked off with the 
event for their first record. Way, Roy- 
ster, Houghton and Houseman formed 
the team that ran away from a field of 
ten entries for a victory in 1 minute 
44 seconds. The second year with 
Smith, Johnny Hand, Way and Ger- 
enbeck he created a new record by 
winning the event in 1:41 2-5. The 
third year was a slap in the face, and 
no fault of his own. With a first- 
class relay team, Harman drew seven- 
teenth place which put his man back 
on the fourth row in a half-mile relay 
race. Quite a tough draw, we say. 
As a result Briggs, the lead-off man, 
was boxed and shortly afterward, 
pushed completely off the track and 
the Orange and Black could only come 
in sixth. This same relay team later 
helped to win the Suburban Champion- 
ships. Every year since that time, 
with the exception of 1928, Harman's 
rclav team lias won the event by set- 
ting new marks for the distance. That 
year the team came in second but beat 
the previous record in doing so. 

Last Friday with Carl Johnson, Ar- 
thur Parkinson. Joe Hayes and Capt. 
Bob Taylor running, the team walked 
off from a good field to win in a new 
time of 1:39 3-10. Taylor, running 
anchor, was leading the second man 
lv a good twenty yards at the finish. 
In addition to these victories at the 
Penn Relays. Coach Harman has for 
six consecutive years won the Sub- 
urban Junior High Track champion- 
ship, and this season has started off 
in the usual style by taking the first 
two dual meets by one-sided scores. 
Last week they trounced Lansdowne 
by an 8S-to-29 score and Tuesday at 
Haverford Junior High the Orange 
and Black won. 87 to 22. 

Gerenbeck, one of Harman*s stars in 
1925, is running the 100-. 220- and 440- 
vard sprints for Haverford College 
and is one of the fastest college men 



in this section. Houseman, of the 24 
team, was captain and star at the 
Senior High School and also a varsity 
track man at Pennsylvania. Rey- 
nolds, who ran for Harman in 26 and 
•27, was a star at Episcopal Academy 
for two years. Bowman and Warner, 
of the 1927 relay team, are stars on 
Coach Adam's team at the high school 
now, and Warner is their captain. 
Rockwell and Louis Buek are two of 
Adam's best bets in the dashes also. 
We consider these records as quite 
a testimonial to the work of Coach 
Harman at Lower Merion, and also a 
living example of what can be done 
to start the young boy on the right 
path in athletics.

Glenside Man Tells 
About Rock Gardens 



Describes Flowers Suitable For 

Plot Before Bryn Mawr 

Woman's Club 



Mr. William Rothe, of Glenside, 
spoke at the Woman's Club of Bryn 
Mawr on Monday afternoon on "Rock 
Gardens." His talk was illustrated 
with attractive views of various gar- 
dens in this vicinity and around Glen- 
side. 

According to Mr. Rothe those wish- 
ing to have a beautiful garden should 
love beauty and flowers. He said that 
a rock garden should not necessarily 
be a large plot, but could be a tiny 
corner along the boundaries of a dry 
wall or along a path. 

Among the plants which do well in 
this kind of a garden are crocus for 
the early spring, preferably yellow; the 
yellow bushy alyssum saxatile com- 
pactuni will give a touch of sunlight 
in a shady spot; oenotheria (evening 
primrose) in yellow and white; the in- 
finite shading of the yellow poppies; 
the delicate annual erysimum (Fairy 
Wall Flower) which is so like its more 
sturdy namesake, the bright golden 
yellow primula (or English cowslip), 
will make your rock garden gay. The 
arabis alpina, which resembles a snow- 
drift, so completely is it covered by 
its white flowers in the early spring 
and it thrives in the shade. The tiny 
sea-pink (armeria maritima) will cover 
bare slopes with a mass of deepest 
pink in May and June. 

Columbines make a brave showing 
and the aubretias, in various blues and 
violets, are most dazzling in their pro- 
fusion and color. Sexifrage, which 
grows in stout clumps or tufts, gives a

{From the testimony given at Wash- 
ington by Sir Henry L. Drayton, chair- 
man of the Ontario Liquor Control 
Board.} 

"We had ten years of prohibition. 
We voted prohibition during the 
World War when we were short of 
food and felt we should do every- 
thing to make possible the success 
of the war. We had prohibition 
for ten years. 

"When the change came it was 
not brought about by a change in 
sentiment. We have as much tem- 
perance sentiment in Ontario as per 
haps any other similar group of 
people. 

"But the change came about be- 
cause of what followed prohibition 
We had a new and not very desir 
able class of capitalists spring up 
We had swamp liquor. We had 
substitutes of all kinds. Deaths 
followed. We had a growing use 
of flasks and a growing disrespect 
for all law. 

"We came to ourselves and found 
that prohibition did not prohibit at 
all. We found that the law was 
debasing the moral tone of the 
whole country, and when we voted 
for a change in the system we surely 
were not doing so out of any loss of 
sentiment for temperance. 

"The people of Canada want 
temperance now more than ever. I 
thought prohibition a good thing 
I will be frank with you, I sup 
ported the movement for five years 

"But the very worst thing that 
happened with us was that the in- 
tensive temperance campaign on 
which prohiibtion was voted ceased 
when prohibition became law. For 
them the goal had been reached. 
It was then a matter for the Govern- 
ment.

Station Improvements 

Rounding Into Shape
